“Specifically, what brought me to 
this renlizat 
n was a demand that 
rho made upon me. It was an order 
that could have only one meaning. 
I was t Id that sh?* wished me to 
obtain, through some laboratory 
supply agency, an insect whose bite 
would Ie instant death. She con­ 
fessed to me la it someone very im­ 


portant to her meant to commit a 
murder—I tell you, she brazenly 
confessed this to me. 
“I was horror-stricken at this de­ 
mand. I looked at her, as she sat 
before the fireplace in her living- 
room, am if she were a fiend from 
hell. The devil I thought, must be 
a woman; I had always believed 
him a man. What reason could 
Ixjln have for u poisonous insect— 
unless murder w'ert* stirring in her 
own heart, her own head, yes, and 
her shapely white hands? She was 
the one who meant to kill I 
“I uttered a postive protest. I 
told her I would not do what she 
asked. It was the first time that I 
had refused to do anything for her, 
since she had me in her power.
